Meyer refined and the bandit 


fired twice at. him with a revolver. The 
second shot pissed through the driver's 
body and he fell forward into tho boot 
in front of the coach. The weight of his 
body being on the reins, which had 
dropped into the boot, prevented the 
/our horaea from running away. 
0.11. Bovee ol Bierra county, who 


waa the only passenger, was riding in 
the box with Meyer. When the robber 
begun 0ring Bovee jumped from the 
«oach and ran into the foreat. The rob- 
ber aoiit three bullets whizzing past 
him, hut he escaped unhurt. So far as 
IB known the lohber secured 110 booty. 
Waiting a few niiuutea, and hearing no 
noise, BOVIHS came out of the bushes 
and took change of the coach and horses, 
anil brought the dead B lager to town. 


At ((o'clock tonight the murderer of 


Arthur Meyer is etUl at large, and noth- 
ing more ia known of his identity than 
thut ho was a ehort Blout man with a 
heavy voice. Within half an hour after, 
the stage came tearing down Broad 
street at a runaway pace, with the dead 
driver's corpse bunched up in the boot, 
farmer Arbugaet, who 
WRH attracted 


from his work in a field near the shoot- 
ing, having hold of tho reins, and DOBB- 
nnger Itovee, who is an invalid, crouch- 
ing inside, weak and speechless from 
the awful ordeal he had gone through, 
•cores of armed men started nut to hunt 
for the eriroinalo. They scattered all 
through tho mountains and canyons, 
and 
ransacked every hiding 
place 


for miles around, but all they found 
was the rullin's (lincarded mask, made 
from an old coat lining, and his lunch. 
For more than a mile they followed his 
trackB, and ho woa evidently headed 
toward the higher mountain ranges.

."Native Son. Ills brother members of 
ilyJruuHc Parlor havo posted $500 re- 
ward for the abeiiBflin. The young widow 
and two little children of tho murdered 
man excite the keenest sympathy among 
their towns people. Meyer was a bright, 
intelligent man, popular with all clashes 
*nd noted for his strict integrity und 
physical bravery.

rance by hotel clerks. The proper way is 
to register both minion, or, if themau is 
sensitive, lo \vrito "Mr. So-and-so and 
one." This is sometimes doiio, but not 
very often. To nse "and lady" is bad 
form in this generation, when It comes 
to hotel registers, for obvious reasons. 
But this is not (ho only evidence of bad 
form which I» seen on tho register. 
When n iniin pens Mr. before his uatiio 
ho is judged as heing egotistical, aud no 
professional man will put Dr. or Prof. 
before hip name if he desires to ovoid 
Hio clerk's anathemas. 


Many city people exhibit thoir igno- 


rauco of good breeding by going to a lo- 
cal hotel and giving tho number and 
street of their residence, A notable in- 
Btimco of this is n well known jeweler, 
who, when ho puts his numooii a reyis- 
tcr, which in frequent, invariably puts 
his business address nftor it. To put 
Hon., Gen., Onpt. or any other title bc- 
foro a man's uumo on a hotul register in 
as bud as Prof, or Dr.—in fact, it is 
looked apon us worse by all good hotel 
men.

reduced rutut; uthoslolriw* in nearly ev-

It goes 
to fihinv that tho portion thus registering 
is not nfrnid of being questioned OH to 
his connection with & company and is 
not trying to get lower rates in n. sur- 
reptitious manner. It Is also in tho COKU 
of theatrical proplo that thoro 7imy ho a 
permissible violation of (ho rulou in re- 
gnnl to putting Mr. Iwforo tho name. 
Many utarH do not register, hut; allow 
fiomo ono else to do IE for them, general- 
ly tho ui.-uuiyor. In order to show nil 
possible deference to his protege?, tho 
Diiinager generally putH Mr. before tho 


los of t lie men. In the cases nf ladies 


it in invariably proper for Ilium to put 
Miss or Mm, as tlio cnso nuiy bo, in
